Parents and Teachers at Philadel­ 
phia, a few weeks ago I read "A 
Pledge to Mental Health" which I 
had written. I read it as part of 
my report as Chairman of Mental 
Hygiene for the Pennsylvania Con­ 
gress which is making available a 
copy for every local P.T.A. unit 
of that state. 
Here is th# Pledge: 
I pledge my sincere efforts to the 
cause of mental health. 
I mean never to joke about per­ 
sons who are mentally sick or refer 
to them as "ciazy.” "nutty." and 
the like. Instead, I shall aim always 
to refer to them as “mentally ail­ 
ing" or "mentally sick.” By pre­ 
cept and example. I st all try to lead 
my children to employ these mors 
humane, and accurate terms con­ 
cerning persons diagnosed by the 
psychiatrist ss not well mentally or 
emotionally. 
I believe it would be no more of 
a disgrace to go to see a psycholo­ 
gist about myself, if I should have 
long continued worries, fears, or 
anxieties than to consult my family 
physician if I had a broken leg or 
lingering aches and pains anywhere 
in my body; no more disgrace, more­ 
over, to be a patient in a hospital 
for the mentally sick than to bs a 
patient in a hospital for the physi­ 
cally sick. 
Influence Others 
I, therefore, pledge myself to try 
to influence others by precept and 
example to rid themselves of the 
silly notion that mental illness is 
something to I* ashamed of. I be­ 
lieve that when most persons coms 
to think as intelligently and ob­ 
jectively "f mental illness as they 
think <>. 
ysieal illness, thers will 
be a t>« tiMidous improvement in 
mental health; for then most who 
need the help of a psychiatrist or a 
hospital for the mentally Rick will 
rhouse to go there early enough to 
get best help; and they will continue 


I believe that the family and com­ 
munity are even more responsible 
for the mental health than for the 
physical health of its individual 
members, that individually and col­ 
lectively we can do more to indues 
mental illness in a person, to pre­ 
vent mental illness in him or to help 
him regain mental health after he 
has been mentally ill than wa usu­ 
ally can do for his physical health. 
I pledge, therefore, that if or 
when a member of my family or of 
my group of close friends or of my 
community return* from th# office 
of the psychiatrist or is discharged 
from a hospital for the mentally 
sick, I will do my utmost to help this 
person feel aa comfortable emo­ 
tionally and ss hopeful of perma­ 
nent recovery ss if he had entirely 
recovered from a physical illness or 
a successful operation. 
I pledge, moreover, to use my In­ 
fluence for making th* public ac­ 
tively conscious of the need of an 
adequate psychiatric staff In every 
hospital for the mentally sick and 
enough of such hospitals to meet 
the public's needs. 
Good Mental Health 
I also pledge to try my best to 
cultivate good mental health in 
myself, striving to acquire emo­ 
tional poise, observing all the good 
rules and principles I know for 
growing emotionally healthy, be­ 
lieving that my own good mental 
health or poor mental health is apt 
to be contagious among all mem­ 
bers of my family, even among all 
other people that I meet. 
I pledge, furthermore, to strive so 
to guide my children and so to live 
with them and my spouse in the fam­ 
ily, in positive ways, as to promote 
best mental health in them; trying 
all the while to learn mort from 
the accumulated wisdom of experts 
on ways of furthering good mental
